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Record  of  Decision 


The  following  are  the  wilderness  recommendations  for  109  wilderness  study  areas  (WSAs)  in  the  State  of 
Nevada  and  Lassen  County,  California.1  These  recommendations  are  the  culmination  of  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management’s  wilderness  study  process.  The  wilderness  studies  considered  each  area’s  resource  values, 
present  and  projected  future  uses  of  the  area,  public  input,  the  manageability  of  the  areas  as  wilderness,  the 
environmental  consequences  of  designating  or  not  designating  the  areas,  and  mineral  surveys  prepared  by 
the  U.S.  Geologic  Survey  and  Bureau  of  Mines.  Based  on  my  review  of  those  studies,  I  have  concluded  that 
1 ,924,984  acres  in  54  areas  should  be  designated  as  part  of  the  National  Wilderness  Preservation  System 
and  that  3,243,146  acres  in  103  areas  should  be  released  for  uses  other  than  wilderness.  The  acreage 
recommendation  for  each  WSA  is  listed  below.2  A  detailed  discussion  of  the  recommendations  is  included 
in  the  attached  wilderness  study  report  and  the  recommendations  are  depicted  on  maps  included  in  that 
report.  Seventeen  environmental  impact  statements  and  eight  Instant  Study  Area  reports  covering  ail  111 
areas  accompany  this  decision.

“Public  Law  100-130,  The  Nevada  Wilderness  Act  of  1989,  which  primarily  concerned  Forest  Service 
wilderness  areas  also  designated  6,435  acres  of  the  Marble  Canyon  WSA  as  a  part  of  the  Mount  Moriah 
Wilderness  Area.  The  recommendation  has  been  reduced  by  this  amount  and  now  reflects  only  the  area 
BLM  is  recommending  for  wilderness  in  addition  to  the  already  designated  acres.  The  final  wilderness 
boundary  will  be  identical  to  that  proposed  in  the  Nevada  Contiguous  Lands  Wilderness  EIS.

18Eleven  Natural  Areas  existing  at  the  passage  of  FLPMA  became  "Instant"  WSAs  as  per  the  wilderness 
review  of  existing  natural  areas  requirement  contained  in  Section  603(a).  Eight  "ISAs"  were  studied  in 
individual  reports  the  results  of  which  were  forwarded  to  Congress  in  1985.  One  ISA,  Lahontan  Cutthroat 
Trout  Natural  Area,  not  reported  to  Congress  in  1985  was  included  in  the  Nevada  Contiguous  Lands 
Wilderness  EIS.  Two  natural  areas,  Pine  Creek  and  Goshute  Canyon,  were  included  in  larger  WSAs  of  the 
same  name  and  analyzed  in  the  Clark  County  and  Egan  Wilderness  EISs.  Inclusion  of  the  ISAs  in  this 
Record  of  Decision  and  the  Draft  Nevada  BLM  Wilderness  Legislation  followed  by  final  Congressional 
wilderness  decisions  will  complete  the  wilderness  review  process  for  these  areas  also.
